Answering questions of counsel, the 
general said Colonel Picqnart’s revela­ 
tions produced doubts in his mind, but, 
he added, all the same his oouriction of 
the guilt of Dreyfus remained un­ 
changed. 
There was a great ieniatlon when M. 
Demange mentioned thf c-miiou ex­ 
pressed by M. Barthou that Geueral 
Billot had been forewarned In regard 
to the fowery of Lieutenant Colonel 
Henry. 
The 
geueral acknowledged 
that the Henry forgery was among the 
factors arousing his doubts. 
M. Cavaignac, former minister of 
war, was the uext witness called. 
He 
declared his belief that Dreyfus was 
guilty. 
Coutiiiuing. the witue.ss said that 
amoug the principal pomts upou which 
he based his convictions was the cou- 
fessiou to Captam Liffiruu-Renault in 
support of which oouteutiou he quoted 
a passage from an alleged letter of 
Dreyfus, but which in reality w'as part 
of (Teueral Gonze’s report of the minis­ 
ter of war on Colonel Du Patyde Clam ’s 
reiMirt of the alleged confe.s.siou. 
But, he asserted, he was convinced of 
the guilt of Dreyfus because his accu.sers 
were so entirely in agreement in their 
testimony. 
Tiie witnessalso .said he found adai- 
tioual proofs of the prisoner’s guilt in 
the technical character of the bordereau 
and of the bordereau alone, aud estab­ 
lished the fact that trea.son had ema- 
uated li’oin tlie bureau of the geuerai 
statf ainl from an officer who was able 
to .S(‘cure ali information de.sired. 
According to M. Cavaignac, even in 
his attempts to hide his crime the ac- 
cu.sed had allowed words to e.S(;ai)e him 
which 
indisputably established 
his 
guilt. 
Kvcrvthing, according to this 
witness, condemned Dreyfus, 
It was impossible, according to M. 
Cavaignac, to credit thatE.sterhazy w as 
a traitor, even admitting the bordereau 
was written by him. 
Esterhazy, he in­ 
sisted, could only liave acted as the in­ 
termediary of an accomplice. 
The in­ 
quiry of tlic court of cassatiou proved 
tn ason w'as really committed, aud he, 
M. Caviguac, had uot ba.sed his convic­ 
tion of tiie culpability of Dreyfus .solely 
on the haudwuirmg of the bordereau, 
lu tiie secnd dossier, he i>omted out, 
tlu*n‘ w'ere many elements for con­ 
viction. 
Alriiougli foreigners denied relations 
with Dreyiu.-, tlie latter miglit uot have 
had direct reiatious with him. 
At oiu‘ point Colonel Jouaust asked: 
“ VVliat do yt»u think of tlio Henry 
forgery in relation to ilie facts now oc­ 
cupying our arteiitionr” 
“ Tiif Henry forgery,” replied 
M. 
Cavaignac, “ as alleged, was in order to 
secure a revision of the case by tlie court 
of cas.sation and was uot even alluded 
to. 
This forgery, tlierefore, should re- 
mam outside tlie scope of the (juestious 
submitted to iiis courtmartial. 
That is 
my opinion.” 
He reiterated a statement that 
•ral Boisdeffre was absent from 
UOW'. 
Further aloug Colouel Jouaust tola 
Dreyfus to rise aud asked him if he had 
any remarks to make uixm the evidence. 
The prisouer, who during M. Cavaig- 
nac’s arraignment of him had seemed 
nervous and agitated, replied in a low 
voice: 
“ 1 am astounded that the man who 
produced iu the tribunal of the chamber 
the Heiirv forgery can come here and 
base his oouvictious of my culpability 
ou matters whicli the court of cassation 
has already disp< jsed of.” [Great sensa­ 
tion. j 
Geueral Zurlindeu, former minister 
of war, was the uext witness. 
He declared that he still regarded the 
bordereau as bemg decisive pr< x)f of the 
guilt of Dreyfus, 
Geueral Zurliuden traversed the old 
ground aud declared that nothing, not 
even Esterhazy’s coufe.> siou, had oc- 
cun-ed to change his conviction. 
The 
prosecution of Dreyfus, the wituess as­ 
serted, was (juite unforese uand, there-1 
fore, the idea of machinatious w'as un­ 
tenable. 
M, Demange suggested that if Colouel 
Fabre had not thought of examining : 
the haudwTitiiig of the probationers the i 
bordereau would have then been buried j 
in the archives of the minister of war, 
“ and,” he remarked, “ if this is the 
casi^ it must be evident there w'as noth­ 
ing in tne bordereau which indicated 
Dreyfus.” 
General Zurlindeu, in a troubled voice, 
acknowdedged this fact couclu.siveiy aud 
tried to explain. 
M. Demange, how­ 
ever, got General Zurliuden to admit it 
was until after the condemnation that 
the study of the bordereau seemed to 
indicate that it was the work of a pro­ 
bationer. 
In reply to further questions. General 
Zurlindeu said, that m order to know the 
whole truth in regard to the bordereau 
they must have the four notes threiu 
mentioned. 
They must be .secured. 
At this point Dreyfus interjected: 
“ I associate myseif with those words, 
my (jolouei. 
I also desire th© truth. 
I 


1 oiiiy asK tor tne trutii. 
ifcncral Chamnne uext tt'.stified. 
He 
briefly affirmed his btdief in the culpa­ 
bility ot the prisoner. 
M. Hanotaiix the former minister of 
foreign affairs, also testitied. 
He denied the allegation tliat he liad 
told M. MoikxI that lie believed Dreyfus 
was guilty. 
He w’as astounded at M. 
Monod s statement, but the latter was 
evidently hazy, as he hud given three 
versions of tiie conversation. 
M. Demange inquired whether M. 
Hauotaux w us aware of the uncertain­ 
ties connected with the translation of 
the telegram dated Nov, 2, 1894. 
M, Hauotaux replied that uncertainty 
was the rule in such cases. 
He was 
(inly aw'are of the oue drawn up in the 
foreigu office, which alone was comiuu- 
uicjted to the war minister. 
The courtmartial was adjourned to 
Wednesday.

R enves, Aug. 15.—Further details re­ 
garding the shooting of 
M. Labori 
show that the sky wa.s overcast wheu 
M. IjalMiri left his house accompanied 
by Colonel Picquart aud tlie latter’s 
brother-in-law, M. Gast. 
M, loibori 
was laughing aud chatting with his 
companions when he was shot. 
The 
party was pa.ssing the Quai Richmond 
and was about to cross the Chatau- 
briand bridge, wheu a man hidden lie- 
hiud a wtxKlen fence at the corner of 
the quai sbqqied out aud fired at M. 
Labori, 
The wouuded man fell to th»* ground. 
He trii'd to rise, aud put his hand to the 
wound in his back and brought the 
hand back covered with blood. 
As he 
lay there, with his clothes covered with 
tiie dust in wliicli he had fallen, lie siiid 
iu a taint voice: 
“ 1 beg you to give me 
my stick and my papers.” 
“ Go and tell tiu-m,” he added with a 
final effort, “ to suspend the proceed- 
iugs.” 
When Madame Labori came up she 
was sent to letch a doctor, but not 
knowing the town she lost a good deal 
of time. 
At last she thought of going 
to tne court and asking tliere for a mili­ 
tary surgeon, 
Drs. \Tdal and Rt*cias 
were at liund and at onct* accompanied 
her. 
They had the presenc© of mind to 
send g(*ndariues to tlie barracks for an 
ambulance with a stn*tcherandbear*‘rs. 
For a time Mine. Labori held her hus- 
bana’s head iu her lap. 
The stricken 
man was tinally taken to the house he 
had rented for the stay in Rennes. 
Accounts of the shooting relatt*d by 
eyewitues.si's differ considerably, espec­ 
ially respecting the appt'arance of the 
would be murderer, of whom the fol­ 
lowing is the official description: 
“ Twenty-iive to 50 years; flat, peaked 
hat; dressed like a workimzman in blue 
blou.se.” 
A force of gendarmes headed by M. 
Ileunion. sub-chief of tin» secret police, 
is scouring the country in .search of M. 
loibori’s a> > ailant and a company of in­ 
fantry hud been dispatch«‘d to surround 
and beat the wood where the man was 
suppo.>%ed to be in hiding. 
Two nu*n were caught on suspieion of 
having done the shooting, one being on 
his way to Havre. 
Dibori was rejKnted to be slightly im­ 
proved.

to R*‘ar Admiral Hichborn, chief of the 
bureau of construcfiou, and is dated at 
Hongkong, July 17. 
He showed that the raising and re­ 
fitting had cost about |5104,bbO, making 
a net gain to the government on the 
three v essels of 1606,000.

Demange mentioned the opinion ex­ 
pressed bv M. Barthou that General 
Billot had been forewarned in regard 
to the forgery of Lieutenant Colonel 
Henry. 
The general acknowledged 
that the Henry forgery was among the 
factors arousing his doubts. 
M. C&vaignac, former minister of 
war, was the next witness called. He 
declared his belief that Dreyfus was 
guilty. 
Continuing, the witness said that 
among the principal points upon which 
he based his convictions was the con­ 
fession to Captain Lebruu-Renault in 
support of which contention he quoted 
a passage from aa alleged letter of 
Dreyfus, but which in reality was part 
I of General Gonze’s report of the minis- 
( tor of war on Colonel Du Paty de Clam’s 
report of the alleged confession. 
But, he asserted, he was convinced of 
the guilt of Dreyfus because his accusers 
were so entirely in agreement in their 
testimony. 
The witness.also said he found addi­ 
tional proofs of the prisoner’s guilt iu 
the technical character of the bordereau 
aud of the bordereau alone, aud estab­ 
lished the fact that treason had ema­ 
nated from the bureau of the general 
stat!' aud from an officer who was able 
to secure all information desired. 
According to M. Cavaiguac, even in 
his attempts to hide his crime the ac­ 
cused had allowed words to escape him 
which 
indisputably established 
his 
guilt. 
Everything, according to tiiis 
witness, condemned Dreyfus. 
it was impossible, according to M. 
Cavaiguac, to credit thatEsterhazy was 
a traitor, even admitting the bordereau 
was written by him. 
Esterhazy, he in­ 
sisted, could only have acted as the in­ 
termediary of au accomplice. 
The in­ 
quiry of the court of cassation proved 
treason was really committed, and he, 
M. Caviguac, had uot based his convic­ 
tion of the culpability of Dreyfus solely 
on the handwriting of the bordereau. 
In the secret dossier, he pointed out, 
there were many elements for con­ 
viction. 
Although foreigners denied relations 
with Dreytus, the Litter might uot have 
had direct relations with him. 
At one point Colonel Jouaust asked: 
“ What do you think of the Henry 
forgery in relation to the facts how oc- 
| copying our attention?” 
“ The Henry forgery,” replied M. 
Cavaiguac, “as alleged, was in order to 
secure a revision of the case by the court 
of cassation aud was not even alluded 
to. This forgery, therefore, should re­ 
main outside the scope of the questions 
submitted to his courtmartial. That is 
my opinion.” 
He reiterated a statement that Gen­ 
eral Boisdeffre was abseut from Paris 
now. 
Further along Colonel Jouaust tola 
Dreyfus to rise aud asked him if he had 
any remarks to make upon the evidence. 
The prisoner, who during M. Cavaig- 
nac’s arraignment of him had seemed 
nervous and agitated, replied in a low 
I voice: 
“ I am astounded that the man who 
produced in the tribunal of the chamber 
the Heiirv forgery can come here and 
base his convictions of my culpability 
on matters which the court of cassation 
has already disposed of.” [Great sensa­ 
tion.] 
General Zurlinden, former minister 
of war, was the next witness. 
He declared that he still regarded the 
bordereau as being decisive proof of the 
guilt of Dreyfus. 
General Zurlinden traversed the old 
ground aud declared that nothing, uot 
even Esterhazy’s confession, had oc­ 
curred to change his conviction. 
The 
prosecution of Dreyfus, the witness as­ 
serted, was quite unforese n and, there­ 
fore, the idea of machinations was un­ 
tenable. 
M. Demauge suggested that if Colonel 
Fabre had uot thought of examining 
the handwriting of the probationers the 
bordereau would have then been buried 
in the archives of the minister of w ar, 
“and,” he remarked, “if this is the 
case it must be evident there was noth­ 
ing in tne bordereau which indicated 
Dreyfus.” 
General Zurlinden, in a troubled voice, 
acknowledged this fact conclusively aud 
tried to explain. 
M. Demange, how­ 
ever, got General Zurlinden to admit it 
was until after tne condemnation that 
the study of the bordereau seemed to 
indicate that it was the work of a pro­ 
bationer. 
In reply to further questions, General 
Zurlinden said, that rn order to know the 
whole truth in regard to the bordereau 
they must have the four notes threin 
mentioned. 
They must be secured. 
At this point Dreyfus interjected: 
“ I associate myself with those words, 
my Qoloiiei. I also deairs the truth. I

General Chauoine next testified. 
He 
briefly affirmed his belief in the culpa­ 
bility ct the prisoner. 
M. Hauotaux the former minister of 
foreign affairs, also testified. 
He denied the allegation that he liad 
told M. Monod that he believed Dreyfus 
was guilty. 
He was astounded at M. 
Monod s statement, but the latter was 
evidently hazy, as he had given three 
versions of the conversation. 
M. Demauge inquired whether M.

was laughing aud chatting with his 
compauious when he was shot. The 
party was passing the Quai Richmond 
and was about to cross the Chatau- 
briaud bridge, when a man hidden be­ 
hind a wooden fence at the corner of 
the quai stepped out aud fired at M. 
Labori. 
Tile wounded man fell to the ground. 
He tried to rise, aud put his hand to the 
wound in his back aud brought the 
hand back covered with blood. 
As he 
lay there, with his clothes covered with 
the dust in which he had fallen, he said 
in a taint voice: 
“ I beg you to give me 
my stick aud my papers.” 
“G oaud tell them ,” he added with a 
final effort, “ to suspend the proceed­ 
ings.” 
When Madame Labori came up she 
was sent to fetch a doctor, but uot 
knowing the town she lost a good deal 
of time. 
At last she thought of going 
to the court aud asking there for a mili­ 
tary surgeon. Drs. Vidal aud Recliis 
were at hand and at once accompanied 
her. They had the presence of mind to 
send gendarmes to the barracks for an 
ambulance with a stretcher and bearers. 
For a time Mine. Labori held her lius- 
bana’s head in her lap. The stricken 
man was finally taken to the house lie 
had rented for the stay in Rennes. 
Accounts of the shooting related by 
eyewitnesses differ considerably, espec­ 
ially respecting the appearance of the 
wouidbe murderer, of whom the fol­ 
lowing is the official description:

HOBSON PRAISED CAPPS. 


Pointed Out th e Good W ork Done by a 
B rother Officer—.Successful R ais­ 
ing of Ships. 


W a s h in g t o n , Aug. 15.— Naval Con­ 
structor Richmond Pearson Hobson was 
heard from by the navy department for 
the first time at any length since he was 
assigned to duty in charge of the Span­ 
ish ships raised from Manila harbor and 
now undergoing repairs at Hongkong. 
His report is unusually interesting, deal­ 
ing in general questions, such as the 
need of a large dockyard in the Orient, 
the increasing shipping at Manila and 
the prospect that Manila will succeed 
Hongkong as the emporium of the east, 
the value of Chinese 
labor 
in all 
branches of industry, etc. 
He also said the three Spanish ships 
which are completed will be worth to 
the government about $610,000, and he 
contemplates trying to raise three more 
Spanish vessels now at the bottom of 
Manila bay. 
The letter was addressed 
to Rear Admiral Hichbom, chief of the 
bureau of construction, and is dated at 
Hongkong, July 17. 
He showed that the raising and re­ 
fitting had cost about $1304,000, making 
a net gain to the government ou the 
three v essels of $606,000. He gave the 
credit for this to Naval Constructor 
Capps, who made the contracts.

Continuing, the witness said th at 
among the principal points upon which 
he based his convictions was the con­ 
fession to Captain Lebruu-Renault in 
support of which contention he quoted 
a passage from an alleged letter of 
Dreyfus, but which in reality was part 
of General Gonze’s report of the m inis­ 
ter of war on Colonel Du Paty de Clam ’s 
report of the alleged confession. 
But, lie asserted, he was convinced of 
the guilt of Dreyfus because his accusers 
were so entirely in agreement in their 
testimony. 
Tile witnessalso said he found addi­ 
tional proofs of the prisoner’s guilt in 
the technical character of the bordereau 
aud of tile bordereau alone, aud estab­ 
lished the fact that treason had em a­ 
nated from tile bureau of the general 
staff aud from an officer who was able 
to secure ali information desired. 
According to M. Cavaiguac, even in 
his attem pts to hide his crime the ac­ 
cused had allowed words to escape him 
which 
indisputably established 
his 
guilt. 
Everything, according to this 
witness, condemned Dreyfus. 
It was impossible, according to M. 
Cavaiguac, to credit thatEsterhazy w as 
a traitor, even adm itting the bordereau 
was w ritten by him. 
Esterhazy, he in ­ 
sisted, could only have acted as the in ­ 
term ediary of an accomplice. 
The in ­ 
quiry of tile court of cassation proved 
treason was really committed, and he, 
M. Caviguac, had not based his convic­ 
tion of the culpability of Dreyfus solely 
on the handw riting of the bordereau. 
In the secret dossier, he pointed out, 
there were many elements for con­ 
viction. 
Although foreigners denied relations 
with Dreyfus, the latter m ight not have 
had direct relations with him. 
At one point Colonel Jouaust asked: 
“ VVHat do you think of the Henry 
forgery iii relation to tile facts uow oc­ 
cupying our attention?” 
“ Tile Henry forgery,” replied 
M. 
Cavaiguac, “ as alleged, was in order to 
secure a revision of the case by the court 
of cassation aud was not even alluded 
to. 
This forgery, therefore, should re­ 
main outside the scope of the questions 
submitted to his courtm artial. 
That is 
my opinion.” 
He reiterated a statem ent that G en­ 
eral Boisdeffre was absent from Paris 
now. 
Further along Colouel Jouaust tola 
Dreyfus to rise aud asked him if he had 
any rem arks to make upon the evidence. 
The prisoner, who during M. Cavaig- 
nao’s arraignm ent of him had seemed 
nervous and agitated, replied in a low 
voice: 
“I am astounded that the man who 
produced in the tribunal of the chamber 
the Henry forgery can come here and 
base his convictions of my culpability 
on m atters which the court of cassation 
has already disposed of.” [Great sensa­ 
tion. J 
General Zurlinden, former m inister 
of war, was the next witness. 
He declared tnat he still regarded the 
bordereau as beiug decisive proof of the 
guilt of Dreyfus. 
General Zurlinden traversed the old 
ground aud declared that nothing, not 
even Esterhazy’s confession, had oc­ 
curred to change his conviction. 
The 
prosecution of Dreyfus, the witness as­ 
serted, was quite unforese. uand, there­ 
fore, the idea of machinations was un­ 
tenable. 
M. Demauge suggested that if Colouel 
Fabre had not thought of examining 
the handw riting of tho probationers the 
bordereau would have then been buried 
i n the archives of the minister of war, 
“ aud,” he remarked, “ if this is the 
case it m ust be evident there was noth­ 
ing in tne bordereau which indicated 
D reyfus.” 
General Zurlinden, in a troubled voice, 
acknowledged this fact conclusively aud 
tried to explain. 
AI. Demange, how­ 
ever, got General Zurlinden to admit it 
was until after the condemnation that 
the study of the bordereau seemed to 
indicate that it was the work of a pro­ 
bationer. 
In reply to further questions, General 
Zurlinden said, that in order to know the 
whole truth in regard to the bordereau 
fctiey must have the four notes threin 
mentioned. 
They must be secured. 
At this point Dreyfus interjected: 
“ I associate myself with those words, 
my colonel. 
I also desire the truth. 
I 


I omy asK tor tile truth. 
General Chauoine next testified. 
He 
briefly affirmed his belief in the culpa­ 
bility ot tile prisoner. 
AL. Hanotaux tile former m inister of 
foreign affairs, also testified. 
He denied the allegation that he lutd 
told Al. Alonod that lie believed Dreyfus 
was guilty. 
He was astounded at Al. 
Mound’s statement, but the latter was 
evidently hazy, as he had given three 
versions of the conversation. 
M. Demange inquired whether Al.

show that the sky was overcast when 
M. Ijaliori left his house accompanied 
by Colonel Picquart aud the latter’* 
brother-in-law. M. Oast. 
M. Ijabori 
was laughing and chatting w ith his 
companions when he was shot. 
The 
party was passing the Quai Richmond 
and was about to cross the Chatau- 
briaud bridge, when a man hidden be­ 
hind a wooden fence at the corner of 
the quai stepped out aud fired at M. 
Labori. 
Tile wounded man fell to the ground. 
He tried to rise, aud put his hand to the 
wound iii his back aud brought the 
hand back covered w ith blood. 
As he 
lay there, with his clothes covered w ith 
the dust in which he had fallen, he said 
in a faint voice: 
“ I beg you to give me 
my stick aud my papers.” 
“G oaud tell them ,” he added with a 
final effort, “ to suspend the proceed­ 
ings.” 
W hen Aladame Labori came up she 
was sent to fetch a doctor, but not 
knowing the town she lost a good deal 
of time. 
At last she thought of going 
to the court aud asking there for a m ili­ 
tary surgeon. 
Drs. Vidal and Reel us 
were at hand and at once accompanied 
her. 
They had the presence of mind to 
send gendarmes to the barracks for an 
ambulance with a stretcher and bearers. 
For a time Alme. Labori held ber lius- 
band’s head in her lap. 
The stricken 
m an was finally taken to the house he 
hail rented for the stay in Rennes. 
Accounts of the shooting related by 
eyewitnesses differ considerably, espec­ 
ially respecting the appearance of the 
wouidbe m urderer, of whom the fol­ 
lowing is the official description: 
“ Twenty-five to JIO years; fiat, peaked 
hat; dressed like a workingman iii blue 
blouse.”

‘‘I have seen a case of IOO sticks of 
dynamite fall 800 feet down a shaft 
and never wink, and I’ve seen an In­ 
dian drop a half cartridge from his 
hand to his boot and not a grease spot 
did the poor fellow leave behind. 
At 
that the poor fellow deserved a better 
fate, for he made a desperate fight for 
it before he scattered. 
“He was loading a block hole at the 
time and had just broken a cartridge 
in half when lie dropped one of tilt* 
pieces. 
Before it could touch the 
ground he sort of half caught it. and 
then began a desperate brief juggling 
act. 
Again and again he half caught 
tile deadly thing. 
Then he missed it. 
He made one last effort ami stuck out 
his foot to break the fall against the 
hard ground, but it didn’t work. There 
was a bang, and it was lucky no one 
stood near him. 
Which shows that 
dynamite is like a woman, because iii 
my time I have dropped similarly hun­ 
dreds of cartridges of dynamite, aud 
still I am here and with a good di­ 
gestion. 
“But it is in winter, when dynamite 
freezes, that it 
is 
most capricious. 
Then if you want it to go off it simply 
refuses, or burns with a dull roar, 
like a boiler blowing off steam. It is 
in thawing dynamite that most of the 
accidents happen about which you 
read. There are two ways of thawing 
dynamite—one by placing the car­ 
tridges on a steam boiler or within safe 
distance of a fire; the other by immers­ 
ing them iii pails of hot water. As the 
latter method draws out considerable 
of the nitroglycerin from the car­ 
tridges, and therefore weakens them, 
it is often discarded in favor of the 
more risky thawing by an open fire.

A Topeka luau who recently toured 
Mexico tells that they have some very 
curious criminal laws down there. For 
example, tile statutes make it twice 
as much of an offense to mutilate the 
face of a woman tis that of a man. 
While in the City of Mexico he attend­ 
ed court oue day and saw a man sen­ 
tenced to one year in prison for cutting 
a woman across tile face with a knife. 
If his victim had been a luau, the sen­ 
tence would not have been more than 
four months at the outside. 
The law 
seems to lie based on tile idea that a 
woman’s best possession is her beauty, 
aud that to mar it does her a great in­ 
jury. 
There is another curious law. 
If 
a person should lie wounded in an en­ 
counter, the punishment to the offender 
is fixed by the number of days his vic­ 
tim has to stay in the hospital or under 
a doctor’s care.

At home 
the country is devoted to the various 
pursuits of labor aud the development 
of commerce. 
There is for Europe, 
then, no American question nor Anteri 
can meuace. 
“As opposed to France the question 
could exist least of all. France will re­ 
main for us always the country of La­ 
fayette, whose genius, truth and jus­ 
tice made our independence one of the 
grandest manifestations and one of the 
most complete conquests of right ever 
known. 
“America 
knows what she owes 
France, and she is far from ready to 
deny the obligation. 
If she was capa­ 
ble of such a misunderstanding of her 
first duties, she would have indeed de­ 
generated. 
She would be also lost for 
the future, as she would have become 
absolutely Reapable of any interna­ 
tional friendship. 
“We have not arrived at that point. 
True, we have in the world other 
friends, but we have uone for whom 
friendship could possibly lead us to 
become the enemies of France. 
“You 
become disturbed over the 
speeches of our politicians and our 
party leaders.

No, the United Slates do not 
dream of taking for themselves is­ 
lands that from their position could be 
considered as prolongations of the 
American continent. Our relation with 
the world 
should 
remain peaceful; 
America wishes to grow by the expan­ 
sion of her commerce by exporting her 
products and not by force of arms. 
“ Why should any one fear that we 
shall mix ourselves up with European 
affairs? Our attitude has never justi­ 
fied such a suspicion. 
In Greece, in 
Armenia and in South America we 
have deplored the cruelties practiced 
there and the persecutions that have 
existed, but no one can say that we 
have ever shown any tendency to po­ 
lice the universe or to interfere in 
quarrels that do not concern us. 
“In Cuba, even, America would have 
welcomed an arrangement which would 
have assured the Island a liberal and 
just government under the control of 
Spain. 
For our true position, I repeat, 
is to guarantee the liberties of people, 
but not to dictate their laws.

TO COKE WESTERN COAL 


Chicago Company Is Starting a 
New Industry. 


EARLIER EXPERIMENTS FAILED. 


L o w G r a d e P r o d u c t o f I llin o i s a n d 
I o w a M inen W ill Be M ade A v a ila b le 
I n Steel M a n u f a c tu r e —N ovel B low - i 
p ip e P ro c e e d — T e s ti n g O v e n s A l-I 
r e a d y In P la c e . 
For the first time since the develop i 
ment of Hie coal mining industry in j 
the states of the middle west coke is 
about to be manufactured on a large 
scale from low grade Illinois and Iowa I 
coal and of a quality good enough to 
make it usable by the big steel mills. 
Levi Z. Letter is about to launch this 
new industry aud expects to reap large 
profits for as well as help immeasura­ 
bly the iron and steel industry in the 
west by furnishing the mills with 
cheat) coke. Levi Z. Letter is president 
of the new Universal Fuel company, 
Just incorporated in New Jersey with 
$1,000,000 capital, which will control 
this coke industry and which has be­ 
gun operations. 
Down ou the marsh at Thirty-fourth 
and Iron streets, close to the south 
branch of the Chicago river, four large 
coke ovens of the “beehive” type fa­ 
miliar to Pennsylvania and West Vir­ 
ginia are almost completed and will 
begin operations in a few weeks, says 
the Chicago Tribune. These ovens dif­ 
fer from those in use in Pennsylvania 
In one respect, however. 
Instead of 
depending on direct combustion Mr. 
Letter’s ovens, which are made to burn 
a low grade coal, are fitted with a new 
invention in the shape of a blowpipe 
apparatus which will make it possible 
to “coke” coal of the poorest grades 
where coking always has been consid­ 
ered impossible. 
These four ovens, which will be the 
beginning of the plant of the parent 
company, are to be used only for test­ 
ing the various grades of coal sent In 
from mines in the western states. The 
preliminary testing of the blowpipe 
apparatus 
has 
bogs 
£oir»g 
on for 
months 
In 
another oven at Pony- 
fourth street aud Wentworth avenue, 
and in the opinion of Mr. Loiter and of 
scientists who have been called in to 
watch the test it already has gone be­ 
yond the experimental stage. 
Ko confident are the promoters that 
they are about to revolutionize the 
coke industry for the middle west that 
subsidiary coking companies are being 
organized at several of the mining 
towns in yiinois, Iowa and Indiana, 
and it is the expectation that the erect­ 
ing of coke ovens will be begun in all 
these states within a few w’eeks. 
At 
the office of Levi Z. Loiter it was said 
that contracts for the building of the 
ovens were partly made out and prob­ 
ably would be signed within the next 
few days. 
The Chicago coke ovens are being 
erected for Mr. Letter under the super­ 
vision of Joseph IltMiiiugway, the In­ 
dentor of the new coking process, and 
the consulting engineer of the compa­ 
ny, W. J. Warr, is secretary and treas­ 
urer of the new concern, and W. E. 
Rothermel is general manager. 
An of­ 
fice has been opened at the location of 
the*ovens. Two of the ovens are com­ 
pleted, aud fires were recently kindled 
in them for the first time to dry them. 
Mr. Letter is taking up what the 
Illinois Steel company tiled fruitless­ 
ly for years to accomplish. Ever since 
the first steel mill was erected away 
from the Pennsylvania coalfields ef­ 
forts have been made to devise some 
process for economically coking tho 
cheap grade of coal rniued In the mid­ 
dle w’est, so as to save the heavy 
freight charges on the West Virginia 
and Pennsylvania product. 
In every 
case tile experiments have failed, ei­ 
ther on account of the inferiority of 
the coal or the expensive processes of 
coking. 
The statement is made that almost 
all of the $1,000,000 capital stock of 
the company has been subscribed. The 
subsidiary companies, which will he 
organized either in the coal miniug 
towns or In localities where the by­ 
products eau be disposed of easily, are 
to have the same relation to the origi- 
compauy as the state automobile 


and iowa nerore many months. 
Th- 
byproducts, like gas, will oe salable in 
Illinois and Iowa, where they would 
be of no use in Pennsylvania. 
“VI e have made no contracts yet 
with any of the western steel mills, as 
we intend to have our plant in work­ 
ing order before we begin selling the 
products. 
Rut we intend to furnish 
as good coke from Illinois coal as can 
be 
bought 
in 
Pennsylvania. 
That 
means an enormous savfng for the 
steel mills in the west. 
We shall not 
invest in any coal mines, but simplv 
buv the western coal and coke it.”

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GARNER TO EDUCATE APES. 


W ill 
Try 
Kindergarten 
and 
Deaf 
Mate School Methods on Them. 
Professor R. L. Garner, who has made 
two trips Into the French Kongo for 
the purpose of studying the language 
and habits of apes, is in Cleveland for 
a few days. He is soon to make anoth­ 
er Journey to Africa for a further In­ 
vestigation, and the other day he gave 
a reporter of the New York Sun some 
account of the work he Is contemplat­ 
ing. 
“My first trips to the French Kongo,” 
said he, “were made In 1892-4 and 
1895-6. 
During the time that I spent 
there I was ehiefly occupied in study­ 
ing the means of communication which 
the apes have. Within a few mouths I 
shall make another trip to the same 
part of Africa for further study. This 
time I ani going for the purpose of 
looking Into the psychic character of 
apes, with the intention of teaching 
them human speech and of finding how 
far they are able to distinguish num­ 
bers and colors, and so on. 
“I shall take along phonographs and 
appliances which are used in teaching 
feeble minded children. 
Indeed, I hope 
to give them a regular kindergarten 
course, using blocks, geometric figures 
and the other things with which chil­ 
dren are taught. 
I shall also use some 
of the methods which are applied in 
the education of deaf mutes.” 
Professor Garner’s home is in Chica­ 
go.

MORE DREYFUS TORTURES. 


P r i s o n e r W a s P e n n e d a n d E v e n D e ­ 
liria etl o f F r e s h Air. 
The Baris Matin publishes au official 
report from the administration of the 


f e l o n i e s to the minister on th*- sojourn 
of Captain Dreyfus on the Ile ilii Dia­ 
blo. 
Many of tin* facts are not new. 
but the document shows a recognition 
officially of cruelties practiced worthy 
of the middle ages and publicly estab­ 
lishes their authenticity, says the New 
York Telegram. 
From five columns 
devoted to the report the following are 
some extracts: 
“During the first period of his con­ 
finement Dreyfus enjoyed a certain 
amount of liberty. 
His prison was of 
stone, four meters square. 
The door 
was barred, aud there was iron on the 
window; also the door opened on a 
space 2 meters by 3. 
In this court was 
a guard. 
Five guards in all watched 
the prisoner, who only was allowed to 
walk out in the daytime in a very lim­ 
ited space. 
He was locked up from 
sundown to sunrise. 
His correspond­ 
ence was examined. 
Silence was en­ 
joined. except to the guards. 
“At the end of 189(5 the regimen was 
more severe. 
The prison was sur­ 
rounded by a palisade, from which the 
prisoner was forbidden to go out. 
His 
correspondence was more rigorously 
examined aud parts cut out. 
Captain 
Dreyfus was told that at the least 
demonstration on his part, or by out­ 
side friends, he would run the risk of 
instant death. 
“In August. 1897, a new prison was 
built, to which the prisoner was trans­ 
ferred. 
It w a s divided into two parts. 
A solid iron fence partition was on one 
side of the prisoner. On the other side 
was the guard. 
The windows were 
barred. 
A 
i Dinted 
wood 
palisade 
two meters high surrounded the pier. I 
More palisades before the little tam­ 
bour kept out the air. 
“In December. 1898, the prisoner was 
a l l o w e d to walk with his guards out­ 
side the palisade five hours a day. The 
pen became damp. 
Dreyfus was put 
in irons. 
Dreyfus cried, ‘Ah, they’re 
going to bury me here.’ 
All the time 
he was in captivity the prisoner assort­ 
ed his innocence. He spoke constantly 
of his wife and children. He wept anil 
once cried, ‘It is now ten months in 
which I have not received letters.’ But 
in September. 1895, he received ten at 
once. He said, ‘I would have lodged a 
bullet in my head if it were not for my 
wMfe and children.’ 
“It is said Colonel Du Paty de Clam, 
who promised to look up evidence in 
his favor, never thought it would take 
so long a time. 
He hoped he would be 
done soon. In December Dreyfus wrote 
a cablegram to his wife, and letters 
were received that his health was good, 
aud he sent kisses to his wife. 
But 
the cablegram was not allowed to 
lea ve. 
“When he learned that his appeal to 
the president was rejected, lie said: 
‘They discuss when an innocent man 
Is incarcerated in four walls. 
I would 
like to demolish everything, myself in­ 
cluded. but no! FU go on for my wife 
and children's sake.’ 
At times in Au­ 
gust, I896, he asked for books. 
Ile 
tried to forget, for ne could not think 
without great pain in Ids head. 
He 
could not reread his wife's letters, as 
his health would not permit. 
“The report says he suffered from 
heart trouble in 1896, ami he had 
nervous prostration, then fever and 
congestion of the brain. 
In December, 
1897, he cried to the doctor, I iii at the 
end of my strength.’ He suffered from 
heart palpitation, ( hoking and h a l l u c i ­ 
nations. 
Latterly lie has been taking 
calming potions of chloral and opium. 
Now his health, though feeble, thanks 
to his moral energy, is satisfactory, 
and it is possible to hope. 
“During the four years’ imprison­ 
ment Dreyfus wrote more than 1,000 
letters to Iii' wife and brother, the 
president and the ministerial officers. ’

It appears on no page of common his­ 
tory, and, although for horror it com­ 
pares favorably with the massacre at 
the Alamo, no novelist lias seen tit 
to make it a central theme. 
The section now known as New Mex­ 
ico was formally taken possession of 
by the Americans in the spring of 
18-10. 
General Kearny was at that 
time iu commaud

forces. 
He made his headquarters at 
Santa Fe and remained iii active su­ 
perintendence for more than a year. 
it the expiration of that period the 
growing need of troops on the Pacific 
coast led to his withdrawal to Lower 
California. 
He left two 
regiments 
with ii military governor in charge. 
Charles Bent. with a handful of men, 
was left to guard Santa Fe. The M e x ­ 
ican governor. General Armijo, had 
fled on the advance of the hated Van 
Recs. His people, no matter what their 
secret thoughts might be, had been the 
most peaceable of subjects, yet the 
body of the army had not been gone 
two months before the Americans saw 
ihat trouble was imminent. 
The only man who escaped lins told 
the story more graphically than any 
pen can portray it. 
Arroyo Honda 
was a town of some 1,200 inhabitants, 
mostly Mexicans and Pueblo Indians. 
Ii lay iu the Santa Fe district, but too 
far away for aid to come.

of the middle ages and publicly e s ta b ­ 
lishes their auth enticity, says tile N ew 
Volk Telegram. 
From five colum ns 
devoted to the report the follow in g are 
Borne extracts: 
“D urin g the first period of Dis co n ­ 
finement 
D re y fu s en joyed a certain 
amount of liberty. 
His prison w a s of 
stone, four meters square. 
T h e door 
w a s barred, aud there w a s iron on the 
w in do w ; also the door opened on a 
space 2 meters by 3. 
In this court w a s 
a guard. 
F iv e guards in all w a tc h e d 
the prisoner, w ho only w a s allowed to 
walk out in the d a y tim e in a very lim ­ 
ited space. 
H e w a s locked up from 
su nd o w n to sunrise. 
H is correspond­ 
ence w a s exam in ed . 
Silence w a s e n ­ 
joined, exc ep t to the guards. 
“At the end o f I SPO the regim en w a s 
more

T h e prison w a s sur­ 
rounded by a palisade, from w hich the 
prisoner w a s forbidden to go out.

correspondence 
w a s more rigorously 
ex a m in e d an d parts cut out. 
Captain 
D r e y fu s w a s told that at tile least 
dem onstration oil his part, or I>y o u t­ 
side friends, he would run the risk of 
instant death. 
“ Iii August, I SPT, a n e w prison w a s 
built, to which the prisoner w a s trans­ 
ferred. 
It w a s divided into t w o parts, 
A solid iron fen ce partition w a s on one 
side of the prisoner. 
On the other side 
w a s the guard. 
T h e w in d o w s were 
barred. 
A 
pointed 
wood 
palisade 
tw o meters high surrounded the pier. 
More p alisades before the little ta m ­ 
bour kept out the air. 
“In December, 1808, the prisoner w a s 
allowed to w alk with his guards o u t­ 
side tin* palisade five hours a day. T h e 
pen becam e damp. 
D re y fu s w a s put 
in irons. 
D re y fu s cried, ‘Ah, t h e y ’re 
goin g to bury me here.’ 
AU the time 
he w a s iii captivity the prisoner assort­ 
ed his innocence. 
H e spoke constantly 
o f his w i f e and children. 
H e w e p t aud 
once cried, ‘It is n o w ten m onths in 
w hich I have not received letters.’ But 
in September, 1895, he received ten at 
once. 
H e said, ‘I would have lodged a 
bullet iii my head if it were not for m y 
w i f e and children.' 
“It is said Colonel Du Duty de Clam, 
w h o promised to look up evidence in 
his favor, never thou ght it would take 
so long a time. 
H e hoped he w ould lie 
done soon. In D ec em b e r D re y fu s wrote 
a cablegram to his wife, and letters 
were received that his health w a s good, 
aud he sent kisses to Dis wife. 
But

lea ve. 
“ W h en he learned that his appeal to 
th e president w as rejected, he said: 
‘T h ey discuss when an innocent man 
is incarcerated in four walls. 
I would 
like to dem olish everything, m y s e lf in­ 
cluded. but ho! 
Til go on for m y w ife 
and children’s sake.’ 
At tim es iii A u ­ 
gust, I'Mid, lie asked tor books. 
He 
tried to forget, for ne could not think 
w itho u t great pain in his head.

N o w his health, though feeble, thanks 
to his moral energy, is satisfactory, 
and it is possible to hope.

m en t D r e y fu s wrote more than 1,000 
letters to id' w ife and brother, the 
president and the ministerial officer#.

There 
w as a time when real cam el’s hair was 
used for this purpose. 
The ship of : 
the desert, however, has long been sn 
perseded by the comely squirrel. 
Not 
only is squirrel’s hair very much loss 
costly, but it is better, softer, more 
pliable aud more durable. 
At the pres­ 
ent day it is doubtful if you could find 
a bushel of cam el’s hair In all the 
brush factories in the land. 
However, 
there is no cause for fear that the 
graceful little squirrel will be exterm i­ 
nated. It is the European squirrel that 
furnishes the hair for the brushes, the 
covering of the American squirrel tie­ 
ing too furry and soft for the purpose. 
It is somewhat the sam e way with 
the coarser brushes. 
The bristles most 
prized come from Russia, aud India, 
and the wild hogs of Germ any furnish 
their quota. 
The groat American hog 
runs to fat and puts forth practically 
no bristle-. 
In the countries abos* 
mentioned the collecting of bristles i* 
quite an im portant industry am ong the 
peasantry of certain districts. 
In com 
punitively few cases are they strip 
ped from the dead body of the hog. 
The usual method 
is to discover tin 
haunts tit' tile anim als and to gather 
the bristles from 
the 
trees against 
which 
they 
rub 
them selves.—Now 
York Sun.

R e n n e s , Aug. 15.—Further details re­ 
garding the shooting of 
M.. labori 
show that the sky was overcast when 
M. Ijabori left his house accompanied 
by Colonel Picquart and the latter’! 
brother-in-law, M. Gast. 
M. Ijabori 
was laughing and chatting with his 
companions when he was shot. The 
party was passing the i^uai Richmond 
and was about to cross the Chatau- 
briand bridge, when a man hidden l>e- 
hiud a wooden fence at the corner of 
the quai stepped out aud fired at M. 
Labori. 
The wounded man fell to th** ground. 
He tri**d to rise, aud put his hand to the 
wound in his back and brought the 
hand back covered with blood. 
As he 
lay there, with his clothes covered with 
the dust in which he had fallen, he said 
in a taint voice: “I beg you to give me 
my stick aud my patters. ’ ’ 
“G oand tell them ,” he added with a 
final effort, “ to suspend the proceed­ 
ings.” 
When Madame Labori Clime up she 
was sent to fetch a doctor, but not 
knowing the town she lost- a good deal 
of time. 
At last she thought of going 
to the court and asking there for a mili­ 
tary surgeon. 
Drs. V idal and Reel us 
were at hand and at once accompanied 
her. They had the presence of mind to 
send gendarmes to the barracks for an 
ambulance with a stretcher and bearers.

“A cartridge of dynamite is pretty 
much like* a woman—you can never tell 
I what It is going to do next, because it 
doesn’t know itself," sald-a boss blast­ 
er. 
“I have seen a powder salesman 
throw a cartridge of dynamite into the 
redhot fire box of a 20 horse boiler, 
and the stuff just burned like lard. 
Next day I saw a cart boy repeat the 
experiment with a blacksmith's forge 
and a full of dynamite no larger than 
a pea- and there will be a wholesome 
fear and soft coal in that boy as long 
as he lives. 
“I have seen a case of PX) sticks of 
dynamite fall 800 feet down a shaft 
and never wink, and I’ve seen an In­ 
dian drop a half cartridge from his 
hand to his boot and not a grease spot 
did the poor fellow leave behind. 
At 
that the poor fellow deserved a better 
fate, for he made a desperate fight for 
It before he scattered. 
“He was loading a block hole at the 
time and had just broken a cartridge 
H is in half when he dropped one of th** 
pieces. 
Bi* fore it could touch 
the 
ground he sort of half caught it, and 
then began a desperate brief juggling 
aet. 
Again aud again he half caught 
the deadly thing. 
Then he missed it. 
He made one last effort and stuck out 
his foot to break the fall against the 
hard ground, but it didn’t work. There 
was a bang, and It was lucky no one 
stood near him. 
Which shows that 
dynamite is like a woman, because in 
my time I have dropped similarly hun 
dreds of cartridges of dynamite, and 
still I am here and with a good di 
gestion. 
“ But it is in winter, when dynamite 
freezes, that It 
is 
most capricious. 
Then lf you want it to go off it simply 
refuses, or burns with a dull roar, 
like a boller blowing off steam. It is 
in thawing dynamite that most of tile 
accidents happen about which you 
read. There are two ways of thawing 
dynamite—one by 
placing the car­ 
tridges o n a steam boiler or within safe 
distance of a fire; the other by immers­ 
ing them in pails of hot water. As the 
latter method draw s out considerable 
of the nitroglycerin 
from 
the car­ 
tridges, and therefore weakens them. 
it is often discarded in favor of tile 
mote risky thaw ing by an open fire. 
"I once saw an experienced powder 
man thaw a dozen cartridges by an 
open tire. though, as the sequel will 
show, he completely 
lost his head 
when suddenly confronted with an un­ 
usual emergency. 
Ile had placed the 
cartridges within a foot of an open 
wood fire and had seated h i m s e l f Hem­ 
by to await developments when one 
of the cartridges caught fire. 
“ Had he left It to burn itself out the 
chances are a thousand to one that 
nothing very startling would have hap­ 
pened, for It is concussion and not fire 
that explodes dynamite. Instead, la* 
rushed forward, picked up the burning 
stick by one c*nd, aud holding it up­ 
ward like a candle began to blow

few days taking photographs of the 
unique collection of some idols belong 
ing to ex-Governor L. II. Brince at Nan 
ta Fe. 
It consists of over 1,000 stone 
idols collected in all parts of New 
Mexico by ex-Governor Brince in the 
last 17 years and is the only complete 
collection in existence. The idols were 
all recovered by excavations mad 
upon the sites of ancient pueblo vil­ 
lages. 
Many of them are so brittle 
that they have been broken, despite 
the most careful handling. 
The ap­ 
pearance of the idols is curious, and, 
besides 
representing 
human 
beings 
with faces expressing all sorts of emo­ 
tions and having their hands folded 
in a peculiar way across t Heir chests, 
there are representations of all sorts of 
animals and peculiar decorations or 
inscriptions. 
The idols are scuptured out of sand­ 
stone, pumice, lava and other material. 
Some are light enough to float in wa­ 
ter. 
Some of them are almost six feet 
high. 
It is difficult to tell the age of 
the idols, and it is only known that 
they were used by the ancestors of tile 
present 
Bueblo 
Indians 
before 
tile 
Spanish conquest, says tile St. Louis 
Globe-Itemocrat. The collection of ex- 
Governor Brince has been seen by 
comparatively few persons thus far. 
but for seven years the bureau of eth­ 
nology has been anxious to obtain pho­ 
tographs of them. 
Governor Prince 
will probably send them to the Smith­ 
sonian institution. 
Governor Brine** 
also possesses pottery and charred 
corn taken out of the excavations in 
which the stone idols were found and 
has iu preparation an ex ha list ive trca 
tlse upon rile aborigines of New Mex 
leo.

General Benjamin Harrison, former 
president of the United States, who is 
; in Paris as counsel before the Vene­ 
zuelan 
arbitration 
commission, 
wras 
asked by The Petit Bleu whether toe 
I United States must be regarded as a 
I menace to European states, says the 
New York Journal. 
General Harrison 
replied forcibly and fully to the fears 
of the French, say lug; 
“The United States have no desire 
for war or conquest 
Their attitude Is 
limited outside their own boundaries 
to the safeguarding of liberty. At home 
the country is devoted to the various 
pursuits of labor aud the development 
of commerce. 
There is for Europe, 
then, no American question nor Amort 
can menace. 
“As opposed to France the question 
could exist least of all. 
France will re­ 
main for us alw ays the country of La 
fayette, whose genius, truth and jus­ 
tice made our independence one of the 
grandest m anifestations and one of the 
most complete conquests of right ever 
known. 
“America 
knows 
w’hat 
she 
ow es 
France, aud she Is far from ready to 
deny the obligation, 
lf she w’as capa­ 
ble of such a misunderstanding of her 
first duties, she would have Indeed de­ 
generated. 
She w’ould be also lost for 
the future, as she would have become 
absolutely Reapable of auy Interna­ 
tional friendship. 
“ We have not arrived at that point. 
True, we have In the world other 
friends, but we have none for whom 
friendship could possibly lead us to 
become the enemies of France. 
“ You 
become disturbed 
over the 
speeches of our politicians and our 
party leaders. 
You are led to believe 
from their utterances that we are an 
am bitious people who dream of wrar 
aud conquest. 
That is a mistake. Our 
written constitution Is so constructed 
that no act of the party in power can 
become au actuality without the cou- 
seut of the people, and the people are 
peaceful, industrious aud opposed to 
new ventures. 
They prefer to consult 
their 
own 
intelligence 
aud 
reason 
things out for them selves rather than 
listen to the clamor of their leaders. 
Americans can be patriotic In their 
feelings without being in favor of any 
precipitate action. 
“Ideas on colonization have been at­ 
tributed to us that are not ours. 
If 
such plans could find a place In the 
minds of our statesmen, they would of 
necessity be muddled by geographical 
conditions, both physical and political 
of the continents and islands to be con­ 
quered. 
No, the United Slates do uot 
dream of taking for them selves Is­ 
lands that from their position could be 
considered 
as 
prolongations of the 
American continent. Our relation with 
the 
world 
should 
remain 
peaceful; 
America wishes to grow’ by the expan­ 
sion of her commerce by exporting her 
products and uot by force of arms. 
“ Why should auy one fear that we 
shall mix ourselves up with European 
affairs? 
Our attitude has never just! 
fled such a suspicion. 
In Greece, in 
Armenia and lo South America we 
have deplored the cruelties practiced 
there and the persecutions that have 
existed, but no one can say that we 
have ever shown any tendency to po 
lice the universe or to interfere In 
quarrels that do uot concern us. 
“In Cuba. even, America would have 
welcomed an arrangement which would 
have assured the island a liberal and 
just governm ent ender the control of 
Spain. 
For our true position, I repeat, 
Is to guarantee the liberties of people, 
but not to dictate their laws. 
We have been forced there, as In 
the Philippines, to assum e great re- 
ponslbillties. 
But we will not fall to 
discharge them, you eau rest certain, 
as soon as the course of events will 
permit. 
We have undertaken the responsi­ 
bilities that were Spain's, and we will 
find a way to fulfill them Iii all loyalty.

The presence at this time of the sea 
son of Icebergs in the straits of Belle 
Isle has given rise to a rumor that 
steam ships would leave this shorter 
route to travel through the south chan­ 
nel only. 
The presence of these Ice­ 
bergs at this tim e of the year Is indeed 
extraordinary, says the Montreal H er­ 
ald. 
When first navigation opens in 
May, and up to the early part of July 
or the end of June at least, all ships 
com e through the channel south of the 
Island. 
But in July the strait of Belle 
Isle Is usually free from the Ice. 
This 
year, however, has been an exception, 
and on Its inward Journey the Paris­ 
ian, which arri veil In Montreal the oth­ 
er evening and left again for Liver­ 
pool the other morning, encountered 
several icthergs, one of which w as 
over 75 miles in length. 
This Ice w as 
not in the strait proper, but well on its 
way to the ocean, or some Bio m iles 
east of Belle Isle. 
Captain Brown has 
had many experiences with Icebergs. 
Ile has seen ail kinds, but none to 
equal the one which met the Parisian 
on Its way through the northern chun­ 
nel to Montreal.

.he Bio ti ramie de Pa rn panga flow­ 
ed between the two forces, the Amer­ 
icans in the open and the Filipinos in 
the trenches. 
The great iron bridge 
placed there by the railroad company 
was the only visible means of crossing, 
and the sleepers had been torn from 
that. Colonel Funston was looking far 
away to get across and make a night 
attack, give the Filipinos a scare and 
practically turn the tide of battle be­ 
fore it began. 
The bridge stood there 
in all the glory of steel girders. 
But 
right across where the railroad track 
once ran was a Filipino trench, and 
there was every reason to believe it 
was there to defend the bridge. 
The 
night was cloudy and threatening rain. 
Once in awhile the lightning -would 
flash, making all things as clear as 
noonday. 
Colonel Funston called for a volun­ 
teer to go across the bridge with the 
object of learning if it could be crossed 
by a body of men aud w hat they 
would find at the other end. 
Ferguson 
volunteered. 
The colonel shook hands 
with him as they stood in the shadow 
of the embankment. 
“Remember, I 
do not send you, Ferguson,*' the colonel 
laid, "and if we do not meet again you 
know’ you have performed one of the 
most daring deeds of the war.” 
Fer­ 
guson went. Ile pulled off his uniform, 
wearing only his brown underclothes 
and his belt and revolver. 
Ferguson 
told the story one day as we sat in the 
shade of a bamboo hedge at San Fer­ 
nando, says the Chicago Record’s Phil­ 
ippine correspondent. 
"I don’t think it was much of a 
trick,” he said as he twisted a bamboo 
branch. 
It could easily be done In 
the daylight. 
Of course I didn’t w*alk 
across or creep across. 
The lightning 
prevented that. 
I had to got out of 
eight. 
My underclothes would proba-. 
biy have blended me with the bridge 
in the darkness, but the lightning 
would come once in awhile and make 
everything light as day. 
I knew I 
Would be seen. 
So I tried it another 
way. 
“'l'he bridge is strongly built of Steel, 
with steel crosspieces running parallel 
to the girders, and just underneath 
tin rn I made my way*lip over the stone 
abutment, and I hoped It would not 
lighten until I got well dowu under tile 
irons. 
It did, though, aud for the 
life of me I don’t see how they missed 
Ole. 
But they never saw’ me, and the 
i ght gave me a chance to see where to 
put my feet. 
I could see, too, that the 
bridge had been stripped of everything 
that would do to put a foot on, with 
tLo exception of a couple of stringers 
alongside the hand rail. 
I saw that if 
this ran the length of the bridge a 
* ogle Ale could come along by holding 
to the rail. I made up my mind to fol­ 
low’ it. 
It was ticklish crawling along there, 
with the river right under me, but I 
knew if J was careful I could get 
across. I crawled along tiutil I came to 
th*- ti rat pier. 
H ere I ft iud the iron 
girder was broad anti solid. 
It rested 
ou the top of the stone pier, and I had 
something mighty solid under my feet. 
It was necessary to go around it, and 
that brought me out in view’ of the 
trenches again, 
There was no use 
trying to go fast. 
Win n It was dark, 
it was so dark I couldn’t see, and when 
the lightning came I was partly blind­ 
ed by the flush. 
So I had to depend 
mostly on touch aud somewhat on my 
general knowledge of the construction 
of bridges. 
“I managed to get around the big 
Iron and then begun to crawl along the 
crosspieces again. 
By this time I had 
rained about bow they ran and got 
g a little faster than I did at first, 
lst I cam# to the second or middle

WI this time, of course, I was 
fating nearer and nearer to the Fill- 
I went around the second and 
bd rd piers. 
There was but one span 
between n e and the Insurgents. 
I 
raised up and poked my head just a 
I® "ay above the Iron work—just 
mgh to see—and waited for a flash 
lightning, 
it came presently, and 
* r i g h t in the center of the bridge, 
i sentry, looking up the bridge for 
J* he was worth. 
But he missed im* 
* V msS j was 
close. 
Then If they 
ad opened fire they couldn’t 


go a little closer, so t crept along about 
half way across the span. 
As 
I 
raised up again my pistol 
struck the iron work. 
There was a 
‘hiss’ from the sentinel, and every 
shovel was dropped. 
I could hear 
them digging before I raised up. 
I 
squatted down quickly, and I could 
guess that those fellows were doing a 
w hole lot of look in sr. 
After a wile they 
went to work again, and again I peeped 
overtbe irons. [could make out a trench 
right across the road commanding the 
bridge and all of its approaches. 
At 
this end I found a part of the foot­ 
bridge that ran beside the railroad. 
In 
my ju>... i m I j t tins was too far away 
for any body of soldiers to reach with­ 
out being discovered. 
“Atter I got all the information I 
could I started back. 
When I climbed 
over tin* nank, Colonel Funston was 
there waiting tor me. He seemed glad 
to see me, but when I told him how he 
would have to cross—one hand on the 
rail and both feet on a six Inch string­ 
e r - the colonel hesitated, and then said 
he would not try it. 
After that the 
colonel tried to cross on a raft and was 
discovered and tired on.” 
'Ibis deed of Ferguson’s may or may 
not get into the histories, but it was hr 
daring, as any one will allow who 
looks upon the 2.<mh) feet of Iron work 
he crawled through that night.

I he Baris Matin publishes an official 
report from the administration of the 
felonies to the minister on Ila* sojourn 
of Captain Dreyfus on the Ile du Dia­ 
blo. 
Many of tho facts are not new, 
but the document shows a recognition 
officially of cruelties practiced worthy 
of the middle ages and publicly estab­ 
lishes their authenticity, says the New 
York Telegram. 
From Ave columns 
devoted to the report the following are 
some extracts: 
“During the first period of his con­ 
finement Dreyfus enjoyed a certain 
amount of liberty. 
His prison was of 
stone, four meters square. 
The door 
w as barred, aud there was iron on the 
window; also the door opened on a 
space 2 meters by 3. 
In this court was 
a guard. 
Five guards in all watched 
the prisoner, who only was allowed to 
walk out In the daytime in a very lim­ 
ited space. 
He was locked up from 
sundown to sunrise. 
His correspond­ 
ence WBS examined. 
Silence was en­ 
joined. except to the guards. 
“At the end of 1896 the regimen was 
more severe. 
The prison was sur­ 
rounded by a palisade, from which the 
prisoner was forbidden to go out. 
Ills 
Correspondence was more rigorously 
examined and parts cut out. 
Captain 
Dreyfus was told that at the least 
demonstration on his part, or by out­ 
side friends, he would run the risk of 
instant death. 
“In August, 1897, a new* prison was 
built, to which the prisoner w’as trans­ 
ferred. 
It was divided into two parts, 
A solid iron fence partition was on one 
side of the prisoner. Oft the other side 
was the guard. 
The windows were 
barred. 
A 
pointed 
wood 
palisade 
two meters high surrounded the pier. 
More palisades before tin* little tani- 
l>our kept out the air. 
“In December, 1898, the prisoner was 
allowed to w’alk with his guard* out­ 
side the palisade five hours a day. The 
pen became damp. 
Dreyfus was put 
in irons. 
Dreyfus cried, ’Ah, they’re 
going to bury me here.* 
All the time 
he was in captivity the prisoner assert­ 
ed Ids Innocence. 
He Rpoke constantly 
of his wife and children. He wept and 
once cried, ‘It is now ten months in 
which I have not received letters.’ But 
In September. 1895. he received ten at 
once. 
He said, ’I would have lodged a 
bullet in my head lf It were not for my 
W’lfe and children.’ 
“ It Is said Colonel Du Bary de Clam, 
who promised to look up evidence in 
his favor, never thought it would take 
so long a time. 
He hoped he would be 
done soon. In December Dreyfus wrote 
a cablegram to his wife, and letters 
were received that his health was good, 
aud he sent kisses to his wife. 
But 
the cablegram was not allowed to 
lea ve. 
“When he learned that his appeal to 
the president was rejected, he said: 
‘They discuss when an Innocent man 
is incarcerated In four walls. 
I would 
like to demolish everything, myself In­ 
cluded, but no! i ll go on for my wife 
and children’s sake.’ 
At times in Au­ 
gust, 1896, he asked for books. 
Ile 
tried to forged, f«»r tie could not think 
without great pain in his head. 
He 
could n«>t reread his wife’s letters, as 
his health would not permit. 
“The report says he suffered from 
heart trouble in 1896, and he had 
nervous prostration, then fever and 
congestion of the brain, 
In December, 
1897, he cried to the doctor, ‘I m at the 
end of my strength.’ He suffered from 
heart palpitation, choking and halluci­ 
nations. 
F aticrfy he has been taking 
calming potions of chloral and opium. 
Now his health, though feeble, thanks 
to his moral energy, is satisfactory, 
and it is possible to hope. 
“During the four year*’ Imprison­ 
ment Dreyfus wrote more than 1,000 
letters to his wife and brother, the 
president and the ministerial officer*.’’

John Albert, who ended his days at 
Walsenburg, Colo., hail exciting ad 
ventures in every section west of the 
Mississippi. 
He saw two wars and 
took an active share in the Indian up­ 
risings, yet when on his deathbed ho 
was asked to dictate to a reporter the 
scene he considered most exciting in 
his life he chose a theme with which 
few if any of his countrymen are ac­ 
quainted. 
The revolt in the Taos valley, if ever 
it came to the ears of the authorities, 
was never 
universally disseminated. 
It appears on no page of common his­ 
tory, and, although for horror it com­ 
pares favorably with the massacre at 
the Alamo, no novelist lins seen Ut 
to make it a central theme. 
The section now known as New Mex­ 
ico was formally taken possession of 
by the Americans In the spring of 
1846. 
General Kearny was at that 
time in command 
of 
the invading 
forces. 
He made his headquarters at 
Santa Fe and remained in active su­ 
perintendence for more than a year. 
U the expiration of that period the 
growing need of troops on the Pacific 
coast led to his withdrawal to Lower 
California. 
He left two 
regiments 
with a military governor iii charge. 
Charles Bent, with a handful of men, 
was left to guard Santa Fe. The Mex­ 
ican governor. General Armijo, had 
fled oil the advance of the hated Yan­ 
kees. His people, no m atter what their 
secret thoughts might lie, had been the 
most peaceable of subjects, yet the 
body of the army had not been gone 
two mouths before the Americans saw 
that trouble was imminent. 
The only man who escaped has told 
the story more graphically than any 
pen can portray it. 
Arroyo Honda 
was a town of some 1,200 inhabitants, 
mostly Mexicans and Pueblo Indians. 
Ii lay in the Santa Fe district, but too 
far away for ald to come. 
The total 
of Americans In the place was 17, 
most of whom were rough trappers 
and mountaineers. 
The entire town 
turned out to an impromptu mass 
meeting on the plaza. 
It was decided 
to revolt and return to the Mexican 
authority. 
Well 
knowing 
that 
the 
baud of Yankees, although com para 
lively insignificant in numbers, would 
resist such a step to the last, it was 
determined to shoot all on sight. 
For 
this purpose the mob spread through 
the town. 
But through some source or 
other Governor Bent had received a 
tip. 
He sent off to Santa Fe for help 
ami then, gathering his little baud 
about him, fled to tin* only refuge the 
place afforded. 
“The next morning,” said John Al­ 
bert, “they commenced the attack by 
sending in to us a flag of truce, de­ 
manding our artus aud ammunition 
aud .in unconditional surrender of our­ 
selves. 
I told the boys they could do 
as they pleased, but I knew treachery 
would lead us to certain death in the 
cud, aud I was going to die with my 
gun in in\ hands and not be murdered 
Uke a common dog. 
“ This was the turning poiut iu the 
matter, aud they ail concluded to fight 
It out as best they could. 
Tho men 
who came to make a treaty with us 
went buck. Their forces were secreted 
behind the brow of a hill near by us, 
aud one of them, after a manner of the 
wild Indians in opening a battle, came 
to the top of the ridge aud darned a 
jig aud sang a song of defiance. 
I 
knew the time hail come, and the soon­ 
er the blindly work commenced the 
sooner we would know our fate. 
“ We of the mountaineers had col­ 
lected In a building of considerable 
size aud the only one in the place that 
was two stories in height. 
The darn ­ 
ing Indian was within gunshot, aud I 
killed him. Billy Austin stood close be­ 
hind me, aud when another man came 
to drag the t>ody back Austin shot 
him. By this time my gun was loaded, 
aud I kill'd a third man. 
Then the 
hurrah commenced, and the air was 
filled with bullets from the guns in 
tic hands cf the men who lay behind 
the top of the hill. The b uilds rattled 
agaiust the house like hail. There was 
not u window left in It. 
Although we 
saw we were iii a trap, we fought on. 
“NYlieu tile sun was setting, the Mex­ 
icans made a furious charge aud set 
fire to the house We Were in and got 
under the wails of other buildings, 
Soon everything was ablaze. 
The up 
roar of ti,** yelling fiends on the out 
side and the excitement of the meu on 
the Inner side was deafening. We tried 
to escape hy digging through the floor 
down into the granary. 
The house 
was filling with Mexicans, and every­ 
thing was In confusion. 
Fortunately 
for me in the confusion I escaped from 
the hon***. 
I don’t know how maii.t 
shots were fired at me, but none took 
effect. 
I had a bullet in my clothes, 
one cut off the brim of my hat, aud an 
other cut the band, and I lost it from 
my head, 
In the excitement I forgot 
my coat and was out lu the world 
alone without coat, hat or friends ami 
with 140 miles of mountain road be 
tw’een me aud safety.” 
Albert wandered for three days over 


the mountains without rood ami ex 
posed to the bitter cold. 
He reach et! 
the American lines at last, the first to 
bring news of the uprising. Of course, 
when a regiment arrived on the seem* 
the Taos valley quickly quieted. 
It 
was not long after that that tile Mexi­ 
can war broke out. 
One-half of that 
nation was transferred to Uncle Bam. 
in consideration of which old scores 
were wiped out. 
No penalties were 
exacted for the Arroyo Honda massa­ 
cre, yet it must go down as one of the 
most horrible in our western annals.— 
Cincinnati Enquirer.

The ques­ 
tion has been raised recently by sev­ 
eral robberies In which chloroform i* 
said to have been employed, and opin­ 
ions of the experts are strongly against 
the possibility of such use.

‘‘As far as known chloroform and 
ether have never taken effect on a 
healthy sleeping person w ithout that 
J person knowing it.

will arouse a sleeping person. 
The en- 
tire system is excited, arni the heart 
beats violently and fast. 
The use of 
either chloroform or et lier or any oth­ 
er anaesthetic by burglars is absurd. 
It frequently takes physicians with 
their various appliances from IO to lo 
m inutes to put a person under the in 
tluence of either of these anaesthetics, 
and often a patient will become so 
stim ulated aud active before the ef­ 
fect is secured th at it requires several 
strong men to hold him.” 
The Idea th at the mere introduction 
of chloroform iuto a room would cause 
unconsciousness was derided as ab 
surd. 
Even if 
doors and windows 
were air tight It woald take several 
gallons of either anaesthetic to so fill 
a room with the heavy fumes as to af­ 
fect a sleeper on a bed of average 
height. 
And tile first effect would be. 
not deep sleep, but excited wakeful 
ness.

However, 
there is no cause for fear that the 
graceful little squirrel will be extermi­ 
nated. It is the European squirrel that 
furnishes the hair for the brushes, th** 
covering of the American squirrel be 
ing too furry aud soft for th** purpose. 
It Is somewhat the same way with 
the coarse! brushes. The bristles most 
prized come from Russia ami India, 
and the wild hogs of Germany furnish 
their quota. The great American hog 
runs to fat aud puts forth practically 
u o bristles.
